“I’m communicating directly 
with the British Government in an 
effort to have the doors of Pales- 
tine opened to such of these dis- 
placed persons as wish to go 
there.” 

The letter to Eisenhower, tell- 
ing him to intensify efforts to get 
these people “out of camps and 
into decent houses until they can 
be repatriated or evacuated,” was 
gent Aug. 31. It enclosed a copy 
of Harrison's report. Eisenhower 
has informed the President he 
is making an investigation. 

The White House said the 
sgt letter on Palestine to 

rime Minister Attlee cannot be 
given out now “because the whole 
matter (of Jewish immigration 
to Palestine) is under considera- 
tion and no. conclusions have 
been reached.* 

President's Letter. 

In his letter to Eisenhower 
the President said that the poli- 
cies on displaced persons adopt- 
ed at Yalta and Potsdam “are 
not being carried out by some 
of your subordinate officers.” 

“For example,” the President 
wrote, “military government of- 
ficers have been authorized and 
even directed to requisition bil- 
leting facilities from the Ger- 
man population for the benefit 
of displaced persons. Yet, from 
this report, this has not been 
done on any wide scale.” 

The President said that some 
of the camps where the refu- 
gee: still are housed are the 
“very ones where these people 
were herded together, starved, 
tortured and made to witness 
the death of their fellow-in- 

and friends and rela- 
tives.” 

He added that the announced 
policy has been to give such 
persons preference over the 
German civilian population in 
housing, but the practice 
“seems to be quite another 
thing.” 

Would Requisition Houses. 
The President told Gen. Eisen- 

fhower that houses would be requi- 
gitioned from the German civilian 


population, adding that is one way 


to implement the Potsdam policy 
that the German people “cannot 
escape responsibility for what 
they have brought a4ipon them- 
pelives.”

Action Taken After Patton Sees Eisenhower 


—41 Prominent Germans Arrested 
at Wiesbaden. 


THIRD ARMY HEADQUAR- 
TERS, Germany, Sept. 29 (AP)— 
‘Dismissal of Freidrich (Fritz) 
Schaeffer, much criticized con- 
servative minister president of the 
Bavarian civil administration, was 
announced tonight, 24 hours after 
Gen. George S. Patton Jr. made a 
personal report to Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower on his efforts to de- 
Nazify Bavaria. 

Dr. Wilhelm Hoegner, a Social 
Democrat termed as a veteran op- 
ponent of Nazism, was named to 
succeed Schaeffer. 
| A statement issued at Patton’s 
headquarters said the resignation 


of Schaeffer—offered to Military 
Government Headquarters three 
weeks ago—had been accepted 
and a liberal regime substituted. 

Text of the statement follows: 

“Dr. Schaeffer's resignation as 
‘minister president has been ac- 
cepted and Dr. Wilhelm Hoegner, 
a Social Democrat whose long 
‘fight against the Nazi influence 
is. well known, both to the Ger- 
'man public and world opinion, has 
been invited to form a new Ba- 
‘varian administration. 

“He will be guided by our mu- 
tual desire to create a civilian au- 
thority which will be largely 
representative of liberal, respon- 
sible and democratic elements. 
Dr. Hoegner is now making, in 
close co-operation with the mili- 
seit government, the selection of 


his colleagues whose names will 
be announced promptly.” 

Schaeffer’s dismissal followed 
Patton's conference with Eisen- 
hower as well as an examination 
of the political situation in Ba- 
varia by an Army investigator and 
Robert Murphy, Eisenhower's 
chief political advisor 

Hoegner is a 58-year-old lawyer. 
Elected to the Reichstag in 1930, 
Hoegner made a speech against 
National Socialism which brought 
him death threats, but he con- 
tinued to campaign against the 
party until the 1933 election which 
brought it to power. When the 
Nazis took over, he went into 
hiding. 

Hoegner returned to Munich 
last June, Army officers said, and 
hos been working since then with 
the military government. 

American Seventh Army head- 
quarters at Wiesbaden announced 
that four former members of the 
Reichstag, prior to 1933, and two 
former members of the national 
assembly under the Weimar re- 
public have been sworn in to head 
the government ministries of the 
Wuertemberg-Baden district. 

Dr. Reinhold Maier, a Democrat, 
assumes the offices of both presi- 
dent and finance minister. He is 
a former minister of economics, 
whose four-year term ended in 
1933. He later went into hiding 
from the Gestapo as a result of his 
marriage to a Jewess.

WINNERS USED 10 
BUILD BRIBE FUND 


Part of Cash From One 
of Two Daily Draw- 
ings Kept to Pay $9000 
a Month Protection, 


The smoothly running Eagle 
Park lottery, which grossed §$4,- 
006,000 annually for its East Side 
backers, conducted two sets of 
drawings—one to convince its 
customers that the huge policy 
game was “on the square” and 
the other to provide protection 
payments to police on both sides 
of the river, the Post-Dispatch 
was told yesterday. 

The “open” drawings at which 
winning numbers were selected in 


public as proof that the game 
was conducted “honestly” were in- 
variably followed by closed, or 
private drawings at which false 
winning numbers were selected. 
The money, which theoretically 
should have been paid to the win- 
ners at the private drawing, ac- 
tually was retained to pay off 
persons supplying protection from 
police intereference, it was re- 
ported. 

The protection cost was g0 
great that on one occasion al- 
though the lottery annotinced 
prizes of $5000 only $2000 was 
given in prizes to purchasers of 
regular tickets. The remaining 
$3000 went toward meeting the

LONDON, Sept. 29 (AP)-—United 
States Secretary of State Byrnes 
tonight announced the formation 
of an,Allied commission in the 
Pacific to formulate policies for 
carrying out Japanese surrender 
terms. The commission, agreed to 
by Britain, Russia and China, will 
meet in Washington “in the near 
future.” 


Byrnes’ announcement came at 
the time that American represen- 
tatives were disclosed to be at- 
tempting to break a deadlock in 
the five-power council of foreign 
ministers through a proposal for a 
conference of all active belliger- 
ents against the Axis to discuss 
drafts of peace treaties with Ro- 
mania, Hungary and Bulgaria. 

In announcing the Pacific com- 
mission, Byrnes said he received 
from British Foreign Minister Er- 
nest Bevin the consent of the Brit- 
ish government to the American 
proposal, made Aug. 22. 

Members of Board. 

France, the Philippines, Austra- 
lia, New Zealand, Canada and The 
Netherlands will be invited to join 
the commission on Japan, Byrnes 
said. He reported Bevin, in 
agreeing to the proposal, had 
asked that India be invited to 
become a member. 

Byrnes said he would agree to 
India’s membership and would 
submit the request to Russia and 
China for approval. The Wash- 
ington session of the commission 
will decide, Byrnes’ continued, 
whether to hold meetings there 
or in Tokyo. The United States 
representative, he said, would be 
instructed to vote for meeting in 
Tokyo. 

(To Washington, news of forma- 
tion of such a commission was not 
unexpected. While the United 
States has claimed for itself pre- 
dominance in the Japanese occupa- 
tion, it has been intended that 
policy would be conducted on an 
Allied basis, 

(Acting Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson told a news conference 
this week that the war ended with 
such suddenness it had not been 
possible to work out an orderly 
process for consultation on policy.) 

The American delegation to the 
Conference of Foreign Ministers 
was in session late tonight, and 
there were reports Soviet and 
British delegations also met pri- 
vately, 

Plan for Balkans. 

Under the American plan to deal 
with peace settlements in the 
Balkans, the proposed conference 
of all powers aligned against the 
Axis would be held in London in 
the near future, an authoritative 
source said, either after or simul- 
taneously with the next session of 
the foreign ministers, probably in 
November.

“The current year,” the plan 
eommission’s report says, “has 
witnessed unusual public interest 
in city planning.

“Of much local] interest during 
the current year has been the 
matter of a master plan. St. 
Louis has had a comprehensive 
eity plan since 1916-18. This has 
been revised by the commission in 
recent years. A comprehensive 
plan is in fact a master plan. 
There has been some confusion 
about these terms, the term 
‘master plan’ having been used in 
other cities as connoting a com- 
prehensive plan that has been 
given official status of some 
sort.” 

In the last fiscal year requests 
from business concerns, public of- 
ficials and citizens generally for 
information from the commission 
mumbered about 1100. 

Housing Shortage. 

War industry employment made 
the housing shortage here increas- 
ingly more pronounced, the re- 
port recalls, the vacancy ratio 
having been less than 1 per cent 
for some time. The most signifi- 
cant housing event of the fiscal 
year, which ended last April, it 
is added, was the inclusion in 
the new State Constitution of two 
elauses of “profound import in 
urban housing practice.” One is 
the clause enabling chartered 
eities, such as St. Louis, to pro- 
wide for rehabilitation of blighted, 
substandard and insanitary areas. 
The other clause is a general en- 
abler for the power of “excess 
condemnation,” by which the city 
could acquire by condemnation 
Jand in excess of the actual site 
of an improvement, and control 
the subsequent use of excess for 
the protection of the improvement. 

It is pointed out that no changes 
in the zoning ordinance were made 
during the fiscal year. 

Status of the major street plan 
is summarized as follows: Total 
mileage, 309.13; mileage of ade- 
quate widths, 177.5; proposed wid- 
enings, 104.06 miles; proposed ex- 
tensions and connections, 27.49 
miles; extensions and connections 
completed during the year, .08 of 
a mile. Of the proposed widen- 
ings, more than 66 miles would be 
on streets of six traffic lane width, 
virtually 30 miles on eight-lane 
thoroughfares, and 5.64 miles on 
eight or 10 lane interregional 
highways.

‘WINNERS’ USED TO

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tabs of Eagle Park winners are 
openly exhibited in St. Louis. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter, select- 
ing at random seven Negro pool- 
rooms or taverns along Sarah 
street and North Vandeventer ave- 
nue, found tabs listing Fagle Park 
winners in each of the establish- 
ments. 

The tabs were on spikes on 
counters or behind bars, and in 
each place they were in plain 
view. 

When the Eagte Park lottery 
was being “milked” last summer 
to provide the so-called reorganiza- 
tion fund of between $30,000 and 
$50,000, the false-winner system 
of operation came into being. At 
the time, the boss, the late Harry 
Murdock, was too ill to attend to 
financial affairs of the lottery. 

The reorganization fund was 
augmented by the money which 
was provided by the false winners, 
only part of which was used for 
police protection. 

The requirement for the pay- 
ment of protection money was 
demonstrated last year when an 
official of an East Side commu- 
nity, receiving $50 weekly, learned 
that another official of the same 
town was getting $75 a week. The 
former stopped sale of tickets for 
three hours until he, too, was 
promised $75 weekly. 

3 Seized, Policy Tickets Found.

Rita Zucca, Who Broad- 


cast to Yanks, Convict- 
ed by Italian Military 
Court. 
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ROME, Sept. 29 (AP) -— Rita 
Zucea, an “Axis Sally” broadcaster 
of Nazi radio propaganda to Amer- 
ican troops in the Mediterranean 
area, was sentenced to prison to- 
day by an Italian military tribu- 
nal for four years and five months. 

The court required only 15 min- 
utes to convict the 33-year-old, 
American-born daughter of a New 
York restauranteur of a charge 
of intelligence with the enemy. 
However, it found “extenuating 
circumstances’ and declined to im- 
pose a 10-year. sentence sought by 
the prosecution, 

Miss Zucca, who renounced 
American citizenship in 1941 be- 
cause she “liked to live in Italy,” 
took her sentence calmly and with 
only a blinking of her eyes. Be- 
fore she was led away by a Brit- 
ish guard, she smiled broadly at 
Karl Goedel, the German who 
played “George” in the propagan- 
da skit, “Sally and George.” 

The shapely but cross-eyed 
“Sally” testified that she took the 
job with the German-controlled 
Rome radio only because she 
needed the money for her Italian 
lover, that she never organized or 
wrote the scripts for the propa- 
ganda programs but merely read 
prepared dialogues. She said her 
need for money became more 
urgent after the birth of a boy, 
now 9 months old, when she later 
broadcast from northern Italy. 

Just before the court returned 
its verdict, her Italian attorney, 
Ottavio Iibotte, received a cable 
from the United States asking for 
postponement of the trial and say- 
ing the defendant’s mother, Mrs. 
Edvina Zucca, was sailing for 
Italy “with important documents.” 
It came too late. 

Libotte announced he would ap- 
peal the sentence to the supreme 
military tribunal. 

Three American soldiers testi- 
fied briefly that they had heard 
“Sally’s” broadcasts. Statements 


ELEVATOR STRIKE 
OVER, DEWEY 10 
PICK ARBITRATOR 


Union, Building Owners 
Agree to Mediation 
After Governor’s Ulti- 
matum. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 29 (AP)-— 
Intervention by Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey brought to an end today 
a building service workers’ strike 
which for six days had kept hun- 
dreds of thousands of persons 
away from jobs in towering office 
structures and cost industry mil- 
lions of dollars. 

After Gov. Dewey issued an ulti- 

matum last night, both sides 
agreed to arbitrate the dispute, 
and shortly thereafter the union 
ordered the approximately 11,000 
strikers to return to work imme- 
diately. 
Union representatives began 
notifying pickets of the decision, 
augmented by the radio and tele- 
phone. Because this was Satur- 
day—a day off for most office 
workers-—there was little activity 
in the affected buildings. 

Dewey to Select Conciliator. 

Gov Dewey had told the build- 
ing owners and heads of local 
3 and 164 of the AFL Building 
Service Employes’ International 
Union that unless they agreed on 
an arbitrator he would name one 
himself. He said the situation had 
become “wholly intolerable” and 
requested an answer by noon to- 
day. 

Informed at Albany that the 
strike had ended, Dewey ex- 
pressed his “appreciation” in tele- 
grams to David Sullivan, president 
of local 32B of the union, and 
Walter G. Merritt, counsel for the 
employer associations. He said he 
would. appoint an arbitrator as 
soon as possible, Both sides asked 
that he make the selection, his of- 
fice said. 

The strike resulted from a re- 
gional War Labor Board directive 
which increased hourly wage rates 
but reduced the number of hours 
in the work week. The union con- 
tended this resulted in a reduc- 
tion in take-home pay. 

Walkout Crippled Business. 

Since Monday, when the walk- 
out began suddenly, thousands on 
thousands of workers employed in 
1500 to 2000 office and loft build- 
ings have been idle—because they 
either were unable to climb sky- 
scraper stairways or refused to 
cross picket lines. 

Among the affected buildings 
were such towering structures as 
the 102-story Empire State build- 
ing, the world’s tallest. All but 
one of its 68 elevators were halt- 
ed. Fourteen were back in oper- 
ation today within less than an 
hour after the walkout ended. 

The walkout closed factories, re- 
sulted in an embargo on express 
shipments into Manhattan, caused 
tons of mail to accumulate in post- 
offices and virtually paralyzed 
many businesses. 

Hardest hit was the billion-dol- 
lar garment and fur industry, 
which was caught in the midst 
of preparations for the fall and 
winter trade. 

David Dubinsky, president of 
the International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers’ Union, one of several 
which: had pledged support to the 
building workers, said today the 
garment industry alone had I»st 
about $30,000,000 in orders and its 
employes $7,500,000 in wages.

a strike.

Charge Contract Violation. 

The union contends the com- 
pany is violating a maintenance- 
of-membership clause in its. con- 
tract. In addition to the picket 
line, in which executives of a 
number of CIO unions walked, 
members of the union were scat- 
tered through the downtown area 
and in outlying shopping districts 
to distribute leaflets presenting 
their side of the dispute.

Tech. Sgt. Elmer L. Kiefer of 
Belleville has written his wife an 
account of how the Japanese mas- 
Sacred more than 100 American 
prisoners at Palawan in the Philip- 
pines a week before he arrived 
with a rescue contingent of United 
States troops. 

His wife, Mrs. Kay Kiefer, 8338 
West Main street, Belleville, also 
received from him pictures which 
he had taken at the scene after he 
arrived with, his outfit, the Sixty- 
eighth Fighter Squadron. In his 
letter, received last Thursday, she 
was warned to keep mum until 
official announcement of the 
| atrocity. 
| The next day she read in the 
Post-Dispatch that Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur had ordered the United 
| States Eighth Army to seize 34 
| Japanese officers and men sus- 
‘pected ef complicity in the Pala- 
'wan atrocity. It took place Dec. 
11, 1944, in a prisoner-of-war camp. 

The prisoners were forced into 
an air raid shelter. Then buckets 
of gasoline were thrown over them 
‘and lighted torches were tossed 
‘among them. Those who attempt- 


ed to escape were killed by ma- 
chine-gun fire or were bayoneted. 

In describing his pictures, Sgt. 
Kiefer wrote: “These holes in the 
ground are tunnels that the Japs 
made our boys dig against air 
raids for their protection—at least 
that’s what they were told. A week 
before we got here the Japs 
ordered them into the _ tunnels, 
poured gas on them and set it 
afire. The ones that tried to get 
away were shot down by machine 
guns.” 

Set. Kiefer, who is 31 years old, 
reported that 150 Americans were 
killed by the Japanese. He still is 
stationed at Palawan. He has 
been in the Army three years, 
going overseas in August 1944. Be- 
fore the war he was a refrigerator 
repair man. Mrs. Kiefer is em- 
ployed by the Rice-Stix Dry Goods 
Co., in St. Louis. His mother, 
Mrs. A. L. Kiefer, lives at 804 JUMBO

He is expected 
to get a much more cordial re- 
ception than his_ predecessor, 
Henry Morgenthau, got in 1943 
when he took the last administra- 
tion tax bill to Capitol Hill. 
Backed by the late President 
Roosevelt, Morgenthau at that 
time asked for a wartime tax in- 
crease of 10% billion dollars over 
the large 1942 boost in levies. 
Congress rebuked the adminis- 
tration, turning out a bill of its 
own producing only an extra two 
billion dollars. Roosevelt vetoed 
the bill, and set off his sharpest 
wartime clash with the Congress, 
which overrode the veto.

The St. Louis 
athletes knew that their next 
move, after a call here, would be 
to their winter homes.

Bolts In 
Stretch 


NEW YORK. Sept. 29 (AP)— 
Star Pilot carried the colors of 
Mrs. Elizabeth Arden Graham to 
victory in the Fifty-sixth Futurity, 
world’s richest race for juveniles, 
today after his stablemate, the fa- 
vored filly Beaugay, bolted into 
the inside rail 50 feet from the 
finish. 

The Graham pair went to the 
post favored at $3.40 for $2 and 
' Beaugay, unbeaten in six previous 
starts, was running fourth when 
she hit the rail. Star Pilot went 
on to win in a hard drive and 
take first money of $52,940. 

The second largest mutuel han- 
dle in racing history was regis- 
tered as the free-betting crowd 
of 47,731 sent $4,877,645 through 
the machines on the eight races. 
The total was just $139.100 under 
the record sum of $5,016,745 wa- 
gered by 49,614 fans at the Bel- 
mont meeting last Saturday. 

The colt, also winner of the 
Hopeful, covered the straight six 
and a half furlongs in 1:171-5, 
finishing three-fourths of a length 
in front of Edward § Lasker’s 
Athene. John Marsch’s Mighty 
Story ran third, another half a 
length_back, and C. V. Whitney’s 
Infilade\the only other filly in the 
field of \ 11, was fourth, five 
leneths away.

his friends and when they have a 
| stopwatch that is acting up, they 
bring it to Ryan. 

Ryan and his wife live in a 
trailer. It is here that he has his 
work bench. There are seven 
drawers all filled with broken- 
down watches and parts and all 
the equipment needed, Right now 
he has some eight stopwatches, 
'which he is putting back in shape. 
Last spring, Teague Pichon, one 
of the track's placing judges, was 
having trouble with a stop watch. 
He had taken it to various watch 
repairers, but with little success. 
After Ryan worked on the watch, 
it was just as good as new. 

And how did this strange com- 
bination of horseman-watch re- 
pairer come about? 

His Colors Say “Don’t Pass.” 

Well, before he got the racing 
bug, Ryan was in the jewelry busi- 
ness. Of course, he handled 
watches. Then he got to tinker- 
ing around with them and now 
it keeps him up until all hours 
of the night, even though his day 
begins at 5:30 o'clock. 

Ryan’s colors? Well, they are 
enough to scare off a lot of people. 
‘In fact, he more or less admits 
‘he wants to scare off other horses.

Ryan travels from track to 
track. His work bench is right 
in the trailer so that he can con- 
tinue his “tinkering” with the 
ailing stopwatches or other time- 
pieces of other horsemen.

Sometimes it takes half an 
hour to repair & watch, while on 
others he has had to work half 
a day.

Everyone from auto magnate to sweeper is 
chasing the dollar. Once a quiet lakeport, 
Detroit became almost overnight the center 
of a giant industry. It is raw, raucous and 
tough. It is still a gold rush town. ‘There 
is scant time for the arts or cultural ad- 
vancement. Highly competitive sports draw 
the crowds. Drivers compete in traffic, jock- 
eying for advantage at every crossing. There 
is little civic pride. There is no atmosphere 
of the joy of living.

Detroit Traditionally 


An Open-Shop Community. 


Traditionally, this is an open shop com- 
munity. Management only accepted the 
closed shop when forced to do so, in some 
instances through wartime controls. It still 
cherishes the hope that the method of mass 
industrial unionism, as exemplified by the 
UAW, may be broken into separate 
Collective bargaining, it feels, should 
be on a basis of individual plants.

The Atomic Revolution 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

When one sees a writer mention war 
and atomic energy in the same breath, 
one should beware, The two are totally 
irreconcilable. We have so far barely 
touched the potential energy of the 
atom. The total power, which inevitably 
—eventually—will be in the hands of 
the entire world, is such that any indi- 
vidual will be able to destroy not only 
civilization but the earth itself. 

This is as inevitable as tomorrow’s 
dawn. Doesn't it then become ridicu- 
lous to talk of the relative places of the 
infantry or the navy in the future, or 
of nations rocket-atom bombing enemy 
cities across the earth? Permanent 
world peace is the only alternative; it 
will be reached or no one will be here 
to worry about it. 

A note frequently overlooked but which 
justifies a considerable amount of op- 
timism is that one cannot t&ink in terms 
of the usual causes of war and think 
also of atomic power. Accurate predic- 
tion of the changes which will be wrought 
by unlimited power for all is beyond the 
wisest seer, but it can be realized that 
the main causes of aggression and war, 
differences between countries—sources 
of power, resources, wealth—will be elim- 
inated. 

The socio-economic structure of the 
world will be so different from that of 
the past that war may easily cease to 
geem inevitable. 

The import of atomic energy is new 
to and still not understood by even 
those to whom the public is accustomed 
to look for guidance and enlightenment. 
Concepts and reference frames of war 
persist; skeptics point to other develop- 
ments which were supposed to end war 
but failed. 

However, there is nothing which can 
possibly be compared with the advent 
of atomic power; there can be no “de- 
fense” against it, owing to the nature of 
matter itself, It is understandable why 
sO many have yet failed to grasp its 
rea] significance.

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A Letter to the Congress 


To President McKellar of the Senate and 
Speaker Rayburn of the House of Representa- 
tives; 

To the majority leaders, Senator Barkley and 
Representative McCormack; 

To the minority leaders, Senator White and 
Representative Martin, 

And to all members of the Senate and the 
House of Representatives— 

It lies within your power, and has become 
your grave duty, to do the nation a service 
without which our kind of government may fail 
to pass the test of these critical times. 

None know better than you what that service 
is. Now, in an hour when representative gov- 
ernment is on trial throughout the world, you 
are trying to do the multi-billion-dollar business 
of the greatest parliament with the rusty ma- 
chinery of the nineteenth century. You can't 
carry a twentieth-century load of social, eco- 
nomic and international evolution with a horse 


and buggy. 

The creaking of our weary old legislative ma- 
chinery echoes across the continent and grates 
like sand on the public ear. It is costing you 
prestige. It is throwing government out of bal- 
ance. It is stifling the very functioning of de- 
mocracy. 

Only you can make the changes. do. the stream- 
lining, and rescue a system stuck in the mud of 
an era that was dead along with the gaslight. 


Gentlemen, what are you going to do about it? 


Change Is Urged by Many 


Eight months ago, the tide of sentiment for 
bringing out a 1945-model Congress ran strong- 
ly. Within the span of a few weeks, a 10- 
point program was advanced by the American 
Political Science Association, a 14-point program 
was proposed by Robert Heller and the National 
Planning Association, a five-point program was 
suggested by James F. Byrnes, based on 25 years 
of experience in the House and Senate. Maga- 
zines, newspapers, citizens’ groups joined in. 

All agreed with Mr. Heller that Congress was 
“operating with hand tools in a mechanized 
age.” Mr. Byrnes said: “The trouble is not with 
Congressmen, but with the Congress.” At- 
tended with concern were warnings from 
thoughtful men among you—the late Senator 
Maloney, Senator Pepper, Representatives Ke- 
fauver, Dirksen, Fulbright, Voorhis, Outland and 
Cochran of Missouri. 

Without reform, Representative Monroney 
said, Congress might well “fade out as an effec- 
tive control by the people of their Government.” 
And Senator La Follette: “Upon a stronger and 
more effective Congress may well depend the 
preservation of democracy in the United States.” 


These were strong words. They jolted the 
people and their representatives from the ruts 
of routine and tradition, and prepared them for 
moving toward necessary change. 

There was a general area of agreement on 
what was wrong. The machinery of Congress 
was hopelessly jammed by confusing and over- 
lapping committee structures; hobbled by archaic 
rules and procedures; tended by inadequate and 
unskilled helpers. In one sense worst of all, it 
was hampered by lack of policy-making organi- 
zation to back up real leadership. 


Declining Power of Congress 


But that was only part of the picture of rust- 
ing inefficiencies and decaying practices. The 
executive branch of government, because it was 
staffed with experts, was towering over the leg- 
islative, and because the role of Congress as 
overseer of public expenditures was frustrated 
by an appropriations system that was out of 
date. And further: 

Lobbies and pressure groups and the more 
clamorous constituents had driven a wedge be- 
tween the people and their representatives. 
Precedents and privileges and rules such as se- 
niority chairmanships, filibuster, committee 
packing, legislative riders and the mogul-like 
powers of the House Rules Committee had cor- 
roded that very democracy to which a people’s 
parliament is dedicated. 

Miserably under-staffed, inadequately paid, 
hopelessly burdened with picayune demands and 
details, you on Capitol Hill were yet expected 
to discharge your duties with the wisdom of 
philosophers. and the vision of angels, and were 
maligned when you fumbled or failed. 


Your liaison with the executive branch was 
as effective as if you spoke one language and 
the Administration another. The weathering 
of years and social and economic change had so 
battered your whole legislative machinery that 
it was a mystery, to those who watched, that it 
functioned at all. 

Sensitive, then, to the pressure of popular 
opinion, and increasingly aware of the deca- 
dence of a system virtually untouched since 
1893, you set up a joint bi-partisan committee of 
12 on the organization of Congress, headed by 
Senator La Follette and Representative Mon- 
roney. 

It is time to direct attention, in and outside 
Washington, to the work of that committee, to 
the minimum that should be expected of it and 
to the reception it can expect for its recommen- 
dations. 


Flaws Brought Out by Crisis 


The rushing events of war’s end, occupation 
and labor problems are vigorous contenders for 
the public interest. But the whole question of 
strengthening Congress cries for notice. Social 
security, full employment, public works, all 
phases of reconversion congest the legislative 
mill and focus upon it a new awareness of its 
crippling weaknesses. What the committee leaves 
undone could well become the big issue in the 
1946 elections. 

Just what can the committee do? The original 
resolution limited its recommendations to the 
organization and committee level. It was barred 
from such matters as rules, parliamentary pro- 
cedure, practices or precedents, or the consid- 
eration of any subject on the floor of either 
house. Such sacred cows as filibuster, trick 
riders to unrelated bills, the despotic power of 
the House Rules Committee were not to be dis- 
turbed. These aspects were discussed to some 
degree in three and a half months of hearings, 


both houses, 


but the committee is naturally reluctant to ex- 
ceed its authority lest it frustrate all hope for 
other vital reforms. 


If a courageous and comprehensive report is 
given Congress when the La Follette-Monroney 
committee makes its suggestions in the next few 
weeks, it will specify these changes: 

Consolidation of committee’: The 33 commit- 
tees in the Senate to be cut to 12 or 13, the 48 
in the House to 14 or 15, making them twin 
committees in so far as possible. Other phases 
of necessary committee-streamlining include giv- 
ing the consolidated committees a functional re- 
lationship to administration policy, so that each 
broad area of public policy would have its cor- 
responding committee in Congress; staffing com- 
mittees with qualified experts, appointed on a 
merit basis; more use of joint committees to 
save time, money and repeated use of witnesses. 


To Achieve Stronger Leadership 


Strengthened leadership and responsibility in 
Creation of a majority policy com- 
mittee composed of the president of the Senate, 
the Speaker, majority leaders and committee 
chairmen, and of a similarly constituted minority 
committee, each to function as what Robert 
Heller calls ‘‘a focus for party responsibility and 
accountability.” Party organization on both sides 
of both houses is so loose that the whips have 
nothing to whip, the leaders nothing to lead 
and policy is so many straws in the daily wind. 


Improved liaison between Congress and the 
executive branch, Both policy committees could 
form what Mr. Byrnes suggests, “a congressional 
cabinet” to meet with the President, adopting 
on measures of bi-partisan nature the same co- 
operative line taken by the Foreign Relations 
Committee of the Senate in the last two years. 
There should also be more departmental liaison 
offices such as those maintained by WLB, War 
and Navy departments in the capital; more in- 
formal conferences between members of the 
Government agencies and the Cabinet and corre- 
sponding committees, after the fashion in which 
the Lanham committee has operated. 


Easing of the load on Congress. Reforms in 
this category include provision for giving each 
member an administrative assistant to be ap 
pointed on a merit rather than patronage basis, 
with a salary of not less than $7500 a year; ex- 
pansion of the excellent but badly understaffed 
legislative reference service and of the Office 
of Legislative Counsel. Congress should, and 
surely will, be relieved of the burden of having 
to sit as town council for the District of Colum- 
bia and of acting as a Court of Clafms. 


Increasing the incentive for men of high cali- 
ber to serve in Congress by raising salaries to 
$15,000 a year and setting up a retirement plan, 
to provide a measure of economic security. Mr. 
Truman recently proposed an increase to $2”,"00. 


For Closer Link to People 


Improvement of the relations between Con- 
gress and constituents. The best suggestions ad- 
vanced at the hearings were for more frequent 
recesses, and for a home office staffed with a 
clerk for each Representative and Senator to 
report on district sentiment and to interview 
constituents. 

More control over lobbyists, including com- 
pulsory registration of purposes, memberships, 
financing, is also important. With lobby pres- 
sure eased, Congress would naturally come closer 
to the people. 

The joint committee should also recommend 
that conference committees be prohibited from 
considering any parts of any bill except those 
upon which there is disagreement between the 
two houses, They have frequently taken the 
liberty, in the past, of rewriting nearly every- 
thing after the enacting clause. 

Seniority. Still a big question is whether the 
committee will recommend against the prac- 
tice of giving chairmanships to senior members. 
It could do so. There is nothing compulsory in 
the rules on seniority... The custom grew up in 
the Senate in the 1850s, and exploded into the 
House in 1910, in the famous revolt against 
Speaker Cannon, led by a coalition headed by 
George Norris. Putting tenure ahead of merit 
is a vicious practice. The soundest substitute is 
six-year rotating chairmanships, which would 
train new leadership and encourage interest in 
committee work among -younger members. Sep- 
arating patronage from the chairmanship would 
remove one grip of vested interests on senior- 
ity. 


Challenge to Congress Itself 


Gentlemen of the Congress, these things rep- 
resent the least your committee can do, They 
represent the least you, in so far as you are 
guided by it, can do to put your rickety old house 
in order. 

And still these proposals are not enough. Com- 
mittee reform, with 95 per cent of your busi- 
ness hammered out in committee workshops, 
will bring great constructive change. But if 
democratic procedures can continue to be frus- 
trated by parliamentary mumbo-jumbo, you will 
still find yourselves unequipped to cope with 
your terrific tasks. 

Demand the best of a committee whose lead- 
ers are capable, sincere, earnest men, whose staff 
is expertly headed by Dr. George B. Galloway. 
But remember that the public wants both par- 
liamentary reform to democratize Congress, and 
organizational reform that eases your burdens 
and increases your financial security. 

We have a President who highly respects Con- 
gress aS an institution. But reforms geared to 
1945, to our complex international, social and 
economic problems, can wait no longer, Repre- 
sentative government has got to grow, change, 
evolve with the demands upon it, or lose its 
power in government and the respect of the 
people, even as the Congress under the Articles 
of Confederation fell before its own inadequa- 
cies, and gave rise to our present Congress. 


That is your most pressing business, gentle- 
men of the Congress—to win new public esteem 
by reform of the machinery by which you work. 
You will not have that esteem so long as you 
remain wedded to ancient ways and rules, to 
an archaic system; so long as you handicap your 
efficiency and your progress with the dead hand 
of the past.

In order to overcome these obstacles, Con- 
gress should have its own research service 
to furnish it unbiased information essential 
to an. understanding of complex public 
problems and programs. The legislative 
and supervisory committees of Congress 
should have their own independent, quali- 
fied experts in whom they can have con- 
fidence, 


Must Learn to Supervise 


Congress must abolish the inactive com- 
mittees, consolidate those with overlapping 
jurisdictions and provide the remaining 
committees with adequate and able staffs. 
Thus the committee systems of both cham- 
bers would correspond with each other and 
be correlated with the major functional di- 
visions of the executive branch, 


A council composed of party leaders in 
Congress and members of the President's 
Cabinet would promote better teamwork 
between the two branches, achieve legisla- 
tive scrutiny to assure the administration 
of postwar measures in harmony with the 


intent of Congress and assist in preserving 
coherence and continuity of high govern- 
mental policy. 

It should implement its scrutiny of ex- 
ecutive performance by strengthening the 
staffs of the appropriations committees, 
giving the Genera] Accounting Office audit 
power over all Federal agencies, creating a 
joint congressional committee on public ac- 
counts and experimenting with a question 
period at which executive officials would 
appear on the floor of Congress and answer 
questions. 

Congress will fail unless it seriously sets 
to work to put its own house in order. If 
Congress is to regain its intended posi- 
tion, it must necessarily equip itself to ex- 
ercise a high-policy supervisory function 
over administration of the laws it passes. 


Too Many Trivial Duties 


It must develop ways and means of work- 
ing with the executive in a co-operative 
way, continuously, on all major phases of 
national policy. 

It cannot pass a law and then let go of 
the problem until the executive comes back 
for an appropriation or for confirmation of 
some officia] to administer it. Those con- 
trols are not the instrumentalities of con- 
structive leadership of Congress. 

Congress must divest itself of less essen- 
tial duties like private claims and acting 
as & common council for the District of 
Columbia, which divert its attention from 
national policy-making, amd which it ought 
not to have to consider. 

Representative government is the heart 
of the democratic faith and the chief pro- 
tector of our political liberties. Upon a 
stronger and more effective Congress may 
well depend the preservation of democracy 
in the United States,

Liberals Believe in Tough Policy Against

HE flutter caused by the appearance of a lack of liaison between 
Washington and Gen. MacArthur has ended in publication of the 
“strong” directive under which Gen. MacArthur is operating. 
Public alarm over the danger of going easy on Japan has died down. 
Editors, commentators and the general public seem to be reassured. 
It is widely assumed that the directive is clear and firm and that it 
covers all the necessary contingencies, so that there is no further 


cause for worry. 


Far from it. One of the surest 
bets in international politics is 
that the controversy over Japan 
will come up again, and that it 
will be so acute that it will be 
carried all the way to President 
Truman. 

The one thing that is encourag- 
ing is that the directive shows 
that President Truman has gone 
a long way in a short time in 
finding out what the score is on 
Japan—far enough to warrant 
the hope that when the contro- 
versy comes up again he will, 
especially if he has enough back- 
ing from enlightened public opin- 
ion, take another logical step 
forward. 


Conflict of Experts. 


The greatest difficulty faced 
both by the President and by Gen, 
MacArthur is that, while the di- 
rective for Japan makes the 
necessary action perfectly pos- 
sible, in practice virtually no ac- 
tion is possible without consulting 
experts; and once the American 
experts on Japan are again con- 
sulted, neither the Allied Supreme 
Commander nor the White House 
can avoid making a choice be- 
tween the recommendations of 
the two main conflicting schools 
of experts. 


Representatives of both schools 
permeate not only the State De- 
partment but the Army and Navy 
and all other government agen- 
cies which have anything to do 
with Japan. They are often re- 
ferred to as the liberal! school. 
which believes in a tough policy 
against the zaibatsu, the great 
business combines, and a policy 
of encouraging Japanese anti- 
monarchic movements, and the 
conservative school, which believes 
that we can do business with the 
Japanese friends of traditional- 
ism and the emperor.

memoranda for the older group, 
which held the senior positions, 
to ignore or play down, 


Of course, even this classifica- 
tion does not cover all the experts. 
There are older men who can still 
assimilate new facts and adjust 
their thinking accordingly. There 
are also younger men whose 
ability to close their eyes and ears 
would’ make anyone think them 
much older, 


Under the Byrnes-Acheson line- 
up at the State Department, those 
in the department and in other 
agencies who believe in the more 
relevant and less mumbo-jumbo 
facts about Japan have been given 
their best chance yet to do their 
stuff.

That is the step we shall have to 
consider when it becomes evident 
that we cannot simply suppress 
the old zaibatsu-militarist-emperor 
setup in Japan. We are going to 
find that those Japanese who are 
against these old evils will want 
to come over to our side as allies. 
At that moment, we shall! have to 
wrestle with the clause in the 
directive which says that if and 
when the Japanese who want 
changes resort to force, “the Su- 
preme Commander should inter- 
vene only where necessary to 
insure the security of his forces 
and attainment of all other objec- 
tives of the occupation.” The in- 
terpretation of that clause will de- 
termine whether we act, in effect, 
as allies of the new or buffers for 
the old. 

When the time comes, contro-

TOKYO, Sept. 29— 
LANS are being formulated 
P to expose Japan’s youth to 
peace propaganda as intensive 
if possible, as the militarism which 
was pounded into them for 14 
years. 

These plans, based on the thesis 
that the schoolhouse contains one 
of the main hopes against the 
outbreak of future wars, are among 
the most important responsibili- 
ties of our occupation forces. 

Whether a revolutionary re-edu- 
cation can be carried out success- 
fully in a country where the sa- 
murias have reigned supreme, is 
a question no man can answer 
with any certainty. 

It obviously will be an enormous 
task. Tamon Maeda, Japanese 
Minister of Education through 
whom Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
hopes to carry out the plan, ad- 
mits this. But he is optimistic. 

“Tf I weren’t, I shouldn’t be in 
this job,” he said the stooped 
little 60-year-old man who re- 
ceived me with pompous manner 
at the education ministry. 

Maeda recalled his acquaintance 
with Carl W. Ackerman, dean of 
the Columbia University School of 
Journalism. Maeda once directed 
the Japan Culture Hall in New 
York. He returned to Japan on 
the exchange ship Gripsholm and 
in 1943 became governor of Nliga- 
to prefecture, a post he left before 
the end of the war. 

Maeda says his goal is “to re- 
move all militarism” from the 
schools. As a start Maeda says 
he has instructed teachers to ink 
out all objectional chapters and 
militaristic passages in textbooks. 
Next month he plans to use the 
radio to broadcast new ideas to 
teachers to help “establish a peace- 
loving and democratic Japan.” 

Schools were ordered to reopen 
in mid-September, Maeda says. He 
estimates there are about 10,000.- 
000 children between the ages of 6 
and 12—compulsory years for at- 
tending school in Japan, The com- 
pulsory minimum formerly was 14, 
but it was reduced by the mili- 
tarists. 

Maeda has ordered the dissolu- 
tion of Dai Nippon Seinendan— 
the national] militaristic “Greater 
Japan Youth Organization.” In 
its place he has instructed towns 
and villages to set up decentral- 
ized youth movements that have 
been cleansed of militaristic color, 

No instructions have been given 
against wearing the militaristic 
society’s khaki uniform. “Some 
have no other clothes,” Maeda ex- 
plains. 

Japan’s teaching staff will be 
entirely native and they will 
work without the physical pres- 
ence of American military super- 
visors. Maeda hopes to import 
American civilians, however, for 
instruction in the English lan- 
guage. He expects to publish new 
nonmilitaristic textbooks, but it is 
unlikely that these will be avail- 
able before two or three years. 

Another goal of the minister is 
to “foster the scientific mind.’ 
Asked “Does that mean atomic 
bombs?” he assured me it does 
not. 

“When I broadcast to students 
I emphasize that in fostering the 
scientific mind we must do away 
with all sense of revenge,” he 
says, adding that he hopes to 
achieve harmony between natural 
science and civie science.

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Rays From Atomic Bomb Paralyze 
Bone Marrow, Navy Doctors Find 


Nagasaki Mortality Rate Falling, but Deaths 
Are Still Occurring There, Medical 
Investigators Learn.

NAGASAKI, Japan, Sept. 29— 
New cases of atomic bomb poison- 
ing, with an approximately 50 per 
cent death rate, still appear at 
Nagasaki’s hospital, six weeks aft- 
er the blast, but United States 
Navy physicians who have exam- 
ined them report that mortality is 
falling off. 

Under the authority of R. Adm. 
F. G. Fahrion, commanding the 
task force now anchored in Naga- 
saki harbor, doctors from his flag- 
ship, the cruiser Wichita, and the 
hospital ship Haven, have con- 
ducted an informal study of 
deaths from radium burns in this 
60-per-cent flattened but un- 
cratered city where, according to 
Japanese figures, about 21,000 per- 
sons have died. 

Where 20 patients, with hair 
dwindling and bone marrow af- 
fected, were coming to Japanese 
hospital daily, the rate is now 
down to about 10. Deaths, which 
a couple of weeks ago were eight 
daily, are now about five or less. 


Bone Marrow Paralyzed. 


What happens in the so-called 
atomic bomb poisoning is now def- 
initely known to be that the bone 
marrow is paralyzed. Human blood 
has three solid substances—red 
cells, white cells and platelets. Red 
eells, normally numbered at 5,000,- 
000 in density, drop to 2,000,000 or 
even 1,000,000. White cells, which 
are the disease fighters, fall from 
about 8000 to 1500 and, in one Case, 
dropped to 400. 


As to its effect on the platelets, 
which are the organisms that give 
blood the power to clot, it does not 
merely diminish them but para- 
lyzes and apparently kills them. 

Ordinarily the platelets enable 
the blood to clot by itself in three 
to four minutes. The blood of per- 
sons exposed to the atomic bomb’s 
rays, which are mainly of the 
gamma variety, require 30 minutes 
to two hours to clot and sometimes 
as long as three or four hours. 
Autopsies have shown the bone 
marrow’s effort to recover and its 
failure. 

No Dangerous Rays. 

Investigations under Comdr. Jo- 
gseph Timmes, of the flagship’s 
laboratory—a Georgetown and 
Fordham graduate who lives in 
Richmond Hill, Long Island—sup- 
port the unqualified statement 


radium rays. Earth from the 
bombed area was scattered on the 
spotless floor of the Haven’s X-ray 
laboratory for a test of radium 
activity. Comdr. Norman J. Birk- 
bick, Dayton, O., a graduate of 
the universities of Wisconsin and 
Michigan, and chief Roentgenolo- 
gist, found that the scorched earth 
was radioactively lifeless. More- 
over, a sensitive: film, found ac- 
cidentally in the Mitsubishi tor- 
pedo plant, where hundreds of 
Allied prisoners had worked, was 
revealed to be unaffected. 

Nagasaki’s medical center, with 
virtually all its staff, was wiped 
out by the same blast which laid 
heavy sand on the Mitsubishi 
plants, diesel motor plants and 
shipbuilding yards. This circum- 
stance, plus lack of medicines, has 
slowed any comparison between 
Shock deaths, ordinary burn 
deaths, radium deaths and disease 
deaths, of which astonishingly 
few have appeared. 

Causes Hemorrhages. 

In the first on-the-spot inter- 
views with Japanese doctors, I 
found that certain organs, espe- 
cially the intestines, were affected 
with hemorrhages. Timmes said 
today: 

“Which organism 
has no. particular 
Hemorrhages may occur any- 
where—in the lungs, _ kidneys, 
duodenum. What really happens 
is that the nature of the entire 
bloodstream alters and a plastic 
anemia develops without particu- 
lar regard for location. These late 
cases mostly have no external 
burns but do have headache, 
fever, diarrhea, bleeding gums, 
loose teeth, falling hair and often 
throat or lip sores.” 

Without attempting any large- 
scale therapy—impossible because 
Adm. Fahrion’s principal task is 
rescuing Allied prisoners in Kyu- 
shu’s prison camps—the Navy is 
trying to ease somewhat the Jap- 
anese doctors’ task by providing 
modest amounts of medicines in 
cases where infection is present 
and patients can be saved simply 
by strengthening* white cells. Peni- 
cillin is restricted to cases where 
pneumonia, or abscesses of the 
mouth or throat infections, are 
present. 

To meet the ravages on the 
bone marrow by the deadly gam- 
ma shortwaves, the Navy is pro- 
viding a marrow building drug’ 
pentnucleotide, in experimental 
quantities.

Heads of the UAW are R. J. 
Thomas, president, who tries to 
keep it on an even keel; Richard 
T. Frankensteen, a vice president, 
who is running for Mayor of De- 
troit; Walter B. Reuther, a vice 
president, author of the Reuther 
plan for war production; and Sec- 
retary-Treasurer George F. Addes. 
All are young and full of vim. 
They have contrasting personali- 
ties. Thomas is forthright, in- 
clined to belligerengy, aided by a 
bellowing voice. Frankensteen is 
jolly but shrewd. MReuther is 
canny. Addes is scholarly, con- 
templative., 

Intra-Union Factions, 


The two great intra-union fac- 
tions are headed by Walter Reu- 
ther on one side and Addes on the 
other with Frankensteen in the 
Addes camp. Originally, there was 
a sharp ideological distinction be- 
tween the two with the Reuther 
group classed as “right-wing.” 
Now ideology has largely given 
way to personal ambitions as the 
union has gained in size and im- 
portance, 

The trouble is that politics go 
right on down the line. Elections 
are held annually. Some of the 
officers of the locals are so busy 
running for office that they neg- 
lect the business of trade union- 
ism. About half go out of office 
at each election. Such a situa- 
tion is regarded as detrimental to 
union discipline. Appeasement 
takes the place of the exercise of 
authority. 

Instances have been known 
where locals went on strike be- 
cause some of the members didn’t 
like the officers who had won the 
last election. When the interna- 
tional officers try to control a 
local they may be told to mind 
their own affairs. Sometimes 


factional politics make them hesi- 
tate to crack down on insurgents 
although the union’s constitution | 
gives its executive board the 
power to expel recalcitrants. This 
may have been the case in the 
Kelsey-Hayes Wheel Co. atrike 
which was followed by the Ford 
shutdown. The local disobeyed 
commands of its international of- 
ficers to return to work. But the 
executive board took no disciplin- 
ary action. The Kelsey-Hayes lo- 
cal struck after the War Labor 
Board had upheld the company in 
firing three former union leaders 
who were accused of assaulting a 
foreman. Some of the men in- 
volved belonged to the divergent 
union factions. 


Suffers Growing Pains. 


The union still is suffering from 
growing pains. It has a well con- 
ceived educational program but it 
has yet to catch up with its mem- 
bership. It has no tradition of 
discipline. It is about the only 
union in the world in which Joe 
Zilch, the welder—may—and does 
—stand up on the convention floor 
and denounce the union’s presi- 
dent in the pungent language of 
the assembly line. 

Yet it has given its members 
the first measure of job security 
they have ever had in the auto- 
motive industry. It has greatly 
improved working conditions. It 
has broken the tyranny of a class 
of foremen which is fast vanish- 
ing. It must be given credit, in 
part, for an increase in wages. 
The annual average wage of auto 
workers in 1939 was about “1450.

In 1940, the last peacetime year, 
it was $1900. Ten years ago it 
was less than $900. 

Part of the responsibility for 
work stoppages, both before and 
after Pearl Harbor, is attributable 
to management. In many cases 
management did nothing to rem- 
edy a feeling of mutual distrust. 
Some discharges were construed 


by union leaders as inspired by 
anti-unionism. During the war 
shop disciplinary problems were 
aggravated. Some concerns, oper- 
ating on a cost-plus basis, had 
more workers than they needed at 
times. The workers, many of 
whom would have been regarded 
as “unemployables” in peacetime, 
acquired bad shop practices. They 
got used to doing a relatively easy 
day’s work. Such habits are hard 
to break. 


The big problem confronting 
manufacturers now that they and 
not the government must foot the 
bills isn’t the wage scale but how 
to get peacetime job standards 
back to normal in a bitterly com- 
petitive industry. 


In some cases the union has ex- 
ercised firm discipline. It depends 
largely upon the leadership of the 
local. In 1943 at the Rouge plant 
of the Ford Motor Co., for exam- 
ple, some of the union members 
complained that they were over- 
worked. The company denied it. 
The union made a_— systematic 
check. They concluded that the 
men were not overworked. They 
told the management the union 
would not protest if the men were 
discharged. Thirteen were fired. 


Umpire System, 


Many grievances have been ad- 
justed by an umpire system, with 
the union and the company joint- 
ly paying the umpire’s. salary. 
Often, however, grievance machin- 
ery is disregarded. Some work 
stoppages have been for fantastic 
reasons. At the Campbell, Wyant 
& Cannon Foundry Co., of Muske- 
gon, makers of automotive cast- 
ings, employes walked out because 
one group wanted a window open 
and the other wanted it closed. 
When the management opened it 
halfway both groups quit. 


Another strike at the same 
plant, records of the War Labor 
Board show, occurred when the 
company dismissed six UAW offi- 
cers because they called a meeting 
on a working day. At the Hud- 
son plant the company discharged 
a unionist for calling to the work- 
ers to “take it easy.” The WLB 
sustained the dismissal. Many 
work stoppages have taken place 
because of friction between union 
shop stewards and foremen. 


The fundamental feeling of dis- 
trust that persistently clouds man- 
agement-labor relationships here 
was epitomized at a hearing be- 
fore the national WLB last Feb- 
ruary. It dealt with a strike which 


took place at the Dodge plant 
after the company discharged 


as “profiteer,” “labor baiter,” 
“tory,” “fascist,” “union buster” 
and “sweat shopper.” Even those 
who have union contracts don’t 
go unscathed. Such exchanges | 
keep the pot of intolerance boiling. |

Aviation 
Parts Manufacturers, Inc., and an 
industry member of the WLB, told 
the Post-Dispatch that although 
few in either labor or industry 
want any more labor legislation, 
some form of compulsory arbitra- 
tion is on the way. The lines are 
drawn so irreconcilably, he. says, 
that some such action is inevi- 
table. 

The fact remains that contracts 
or no contracts, true collective 
bargaining has yet to be achieved 
throughout the automotive indus- 
try. Until there is a mutual ac- 
ceptance of responsibility troubled 
days are ahead, The pendulum of 
public opinion, in this area at 
least, is veering from sympathy 
for the union to the employer. 

What happens in Detroit is of 
vital concern to the rest of the 
country, The automobile industry 
is the nation’s biggest purchaser 
of steel. It used 5,993,590 tons in 
1939, a normal production year, 
representing 18.1 per cent of total 
production. It also has been the 
largest buyer of rubber, 
glass, gasoline, nickel and lead, It

VOTE ON BOND ISSUE 
IN WEBSTER GROVES 


Citizens to Decide Tuesday 
on Eight Proposed Projects 
Costing $800,000. 


Voters in Webster Groves will 
Pp on eight bond issues, total- 
ing $800,000, to finance postwar 
civic projects, when they go to 
the polls next Tuesday. Improve- 
ments to be financed by the is- 
sue are sponsored by a Citizens’ 
Postwar Planning Committee, 
headed by Edwin F. Chapman. 

Eighteen polling places will be 


open from 6 a.m. until 7 p.m. 
Voters will give their decision 


issues, each of which must re- 
ceive at least two thirds of the 
vote cast in order to pass. 

Largest of the proposed issues 
is $250,000,gto build storm sewers. 
Next comes a $180,000 issue, with 
which the city of Webster Groves 
would build a swimming pool, 
field house and community cen- 
ter, and would make other im- 
provements on ground known as 
“Forty Acres,” at Elm avenue 
and Big Bend boulevard. 


Seventeen and a half acres of 
this land, owned by the Webster 
Groves. Schoo] District, is to be 
deeded to the city, under develop- 
ment plans. The school district 
plans to build a stadium on the 
site and the new recreation cen- 
ter is to be known as the “Web- 
ster Groves War Memorial 
Field.” 

To build a new public library, 
passage of a $150,000 bond issue 
is sought. Another $97,000 issue 
would be used to improve streets; 
$25,000 to build a city garage, and 
$18,000 to buy garbage disposal 
equipment. 

Two issues of $65,000 and $15,- 
000 each are to be used to buy 
‘ground for two proposed public 
‘parks, the first embracing what 
is known as the Brashear tract, 47 
‘acres in the southeast section of 
|Webster Groves, and the second, a 
park in the Douglass Negro 
school area, The site for the 
‘second park has not been chosen.

Outdoor Life Brings 
New Sense of Values

T has always been a theory of mine that most people 
| sou be happier and better adjusted to life if they spent 

at least a third of their time out-of-doors. Somehow or 
other, after you've been out for even a few days, cooking your 
meals over the campfire and 
turning in under the stars 
to sleep the sleep of the 
just, you begin to get a new 
sense of values. The tension 
starts to ease up and your 
mind, when it isn’t occupied 
with the beauty of the scene 
or the job of landing a big 
fish, seems able to sort out 
your various problems ac- 
cording to whether or not 
they are really vital. I know 
that whenever we get away 
for a few days camping and 
fishing, I always come* back 
with a mind that’s clear and 
uncluttered and with the 
ability to tackle the job with 
new zest. Perhaps one rea- 
son we enjoy our wilderness 
outings so much is that we 
have learned through long 
experience to always g0 
comfortably — to plan our trips and our equipment so that 
essentials, it does not become 
For our short canoe and fish- 
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while living is reduced to its 


a matter of physical hardship. 
ing trips on the Ozark rivers, we have discovered that weight 
and bulk are somewhat secondary factors and that we can 
‘ carry almost anything which will enable us to get more en- 
joyment from the expedition, On the other hand, the .fact 
that we have this lee-way doesn’t mean we weigh ourselves 
down with a lot of non-essentials. Since nothing can take the 
pleasure out of a camping trip more quickly than a spell of 
indigestion or sleepless nights spent in an uncomfortable 
bed, the grub list and the bed-rolls are matters of primary 
consideration.

PLANNING THE GRUB LIST, even for a short trip, has 
a knack to it. Generally if the trip is made during warm 
weather, we load the portable icebox with about 40 pounds of 
dry ice, which is enough to last for three days and keep 
the butter and bacon and such fish and game as we may 
catch in good condition. We always keep a check-list of staples 
on hand at home, so that salt or cornmeal for cooking the fish 
won't turn up missing at the critical moment, The “menu” 
method is then followed in making up the rest of the list, 
although this is more practical for trips not exceeding a week 
in length. For ease in handling, we have found that an 
orange crate makes an excellent container for packing the 
food. Its two compartments are handy for arranging the dif- 
supplies; canned goods, jams and the 
like in one side; flour, bread, sugar, cornmeal and fresh 
vegetables in the other. The crate can be set crosswise into 
the canoe, is easy to load and unload and keeps all the food 
together in one place. 

* * 

The cooking kit we use is an alurhinum one that 
nests and packs away into a canvas bag. Long ago we 
discarded the aluminum cups and replaced them with 
plastic. An aluminum cup will stay too hot to. handle, 
long after your coffee has got cold. To the kit we 
have added an extra kettle for dish-washing, an extra 
frying pan, long-handled fork, pancake turner, extra 
forks and spoons and a spare set of plastic plates. With 
this outfit, which weighs only five or six pounds, you 
can turn out a banquet—provided you have the food. 
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FOR OZARK CAMPING, WE WOULD LIST the air mat- 
tress as a “must.” It is far more comfortable than any kapok 
pad and eliminates the necessity for a canvas cot which is 
not only unhandy to carry, but is just about the most un- 
comfortable thing to sleep on that I know of. We pack the 
mattresses in a regulation army bed-roll and never hesitate 
to carry one more blanket than we expect to use, along with 
a down puff which provides a lot of warmth for its weight. A 
pair of small pillows goes into the bed-roll; I’ve never yet 
rolled up a sweater and pair of pants for a pillow that the 
buttons didn't manager to gouge themselves into my ear, And 
for summer-time, we include a pair of sheets which add a 
lot to the comfort of sleeping. ‘The duffle bag with a zipper 
to hold personal belongings is a big improvement over the 
old turtle-necked type which made it necessary to dump the 
whole bag every time you wanted a dry pair of sox.

I use heavy wool sox under canvas shoes with thick 
rubber soles—and take enough sox so I can always 
start dry in the morning, Dry clothes to wear in camp 
during the evening are another essential with a good 
wool shirt or warm jacket for early morning and late 
evening. Moccasin boots to wear in camp, or in case 
you want to go squirrel hunting in the morning, will 
also come in handy.

OUR OTHER GEAR INCLUDES A LIGHT “wedge-type” 
tent which can be slung between two saplings or over the 
thermos water-jug, a small cooking grill, a 
light Hudson's Bay axe. I carry four fly-rods in a leather 
case and a steel] casting rod for live-bait fishing. Tackle box, 
camera, and rifle for squirrel and frog hunting just about 
completes the load. We've built a rack of two-inch slats nailed 
cre@s-wise between one by fours; this goes into the canoe to 
hold the load off the bottom in case we ship water, which is 
inevitable, It also serves as a table when we're in camp. A 
pair of small split-white-oak baskets go along to carry the 
odds and ends; boots that you don’t want to pack away, sun- 
tan oil, swimming trunks, towels, cigarettes and pipe tobacco. 
You load all this gear into the canoe, making sure that the 
weight is evenly distributed. Then you cover it with the tent 
and lash a line from thwart to thwart, to make it secure,

OW two of the largest American prisoner of war camps were able 
H:: pierce the Japanese blackout on overseas news with tiny secret 

listening sets, operating within the camps themselves, was related 
here today aboard the hospital ship Haven by a liberated “inventor.” 

The sets were developed inde- , 
dendently in the barbed wire in- 
closures at Davao, in southern 
Mindanao, and at Cabanatuan, 
outside Manila, in defiance of the 
death penalty. Not only was each 
camp ignorant that the other pos- 
sessed a set, but only the Amer- 
ican commandant and the inven- 
tor in each camp knew that any 
such set existed. Each inventor 
thought that he alone had outwit- 
ted the Japanese. 

When the Davao inventor— 
death-march veteran Capt. Russel 
J. Hutchinson, Albuquerque, N. M. 
—was transferred by a Japanese 
troopship, hundreds of miles to 
the north, to Cabanatuan, he 
smuggled along parts of his set 
in corned beef cans and cakes of

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The Davao Hutchinson was already heavily under sus- 
picion as the operator of the Davao set and feared that a set 
leak would occur imperiling the life of the Manila Hutchinson 
as well as his own. 

So he had the Davao set, brought under peril of death 
from Mindanao to Manila and already secretly in operation 
in Cabanatuan’s chapel, dismantled. It eventually was buried 
in the latrine at Camp Cabanatuan by former Davao Com- 
mandant Lt. Col, Oley Olson.

NEW YORK, Sept. 29. 

DT, the wonder-working 
D insecticide hatched during 

the war, is still in the co- 
coon stage as far as the ci- 
vilian is concerned. 

However, the explanation for 
housewives and apartment 
dwellers, who have had such 
radically different results from 
the new insecticide, is simple. 
If the purchaser bought one of 
the many new brands with the 
magic letters, but stating no 
definite content of . DDT, 
chances are the emulsion does 
not contain a high enough per- 
centage of DDT, and the pur- 
chaser is wasting his time and 
effort in spraying the walls 
and cracks of his home, while 
the domestic invaders continue 
to romp, bite—and multiply. 

The absolute minimum for 
residual effect is three per 
cent DDT, and five per cent 
is recommended for the best 
results in household use, ac- 
cording to Dr. George R. Fer- 
guson, head of the entymolog- 
ical research for the Geigy 
Company, Inc., New York City, 
holders of the original patents 
on insecticidal compositions 
containing DDT, which sup- 
ports the Public Health Serv- 
ice recommendation for DDT 
solutions destined for the 
home. 

With an insecticide plainly 
marked five per cent, amazing 
results are possible. 

Walls and ceilings sprayed 
with such a DDT emulsion re- 
main deadly to flies for three 
months, Thus such diseases 
as diarrhea, dysentery, typhoid 
and malaria can be amelior- 
ated by the destruction of the 
disease-carrying fly, while 
dairy farmers will find their 
barns remain virtually free of 
fly infestation for an entire 
season after one or two appli- 
cations, 
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Beds properly sprayed just 
once with a DDT composition 
continue to be 100 per cent 
effective even after 300 days 
against the bedbug, bane of 
dormitories, hospitals and ho- 
tels. 

Tests on dogs and cats have 
shown that DDT eradicates 
fleas and affords protection 
for a long time, However, the 
powder form of DD'I' 1s neces- 
sary for this treatment. Don’t 
try, as one complaining woman 
did, to put your pet in a DDT 
mist, It cannot possibly pene- 
trate the fur. 

House owners may be com- 
forted by assurance of its 
deadliness to termites. In this 
case, however, it is a palliative 
rather than a preventive con- 
trol. 

DDT was first brought to 
public attention during Decem- 
ber 1943, when the Army used 
it during a large outbreak of 
louse-borne typhus in Naples. 

Lieutenant Colonel A. IL. 
Ahnfeldt, M. C., director of the 
Sanitation and Hygiene Divi- 
sion Office of the Surgeon Gen- 
eral, in a recent address under 
the auspices of the Geigy Co., 
explained how DDT was ap- 
plied at mass dusting stations 
which were set up all over 
Naples, each station manned by 
six to 20 persons. 

At that time, more than a 
million and a half individuals 
were deloused with DDT pow- 
der in less than one and a half 
months, and further reports in- 
dicate that up to the middle of 
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March more than two and a 
quarter million persons had 
been treated. 

The rapidly spreading typhus 
epidemic was stopped, thus 
proving that mass delousing of 
troops, prisoners, refugees and 
the civilian population could be 
carried out successfully by 
simply blowing or dusting a 
powder of 10 per cent DDT in 
pyrophyllite under clothing by 
means of a spray gun or pep- 
per-like can. 

Incidentally, according to 
Lieutenant Colonel Ahnfeidt, 
this method of delousing be- 
came tremendously popular 
with the Arab population in 
North Africa and became 
known as sleeping powder, be- 
cause for the first time in 
years they were able to have 
relief from louse infestation 
and were able to get a good 
night’s sleep. 

The first studies of DDT 
were made in the fall of 1943 
in North Africa by Army medi- 
cal officers in co-operation 
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with the United States Army 
Typhus Commission and in- 
vestigators from the Rockefel- 
ler Foundation. Up to that 
time, pyrethrum had been used 
as a delouser, but normal sup- 
plies had been greatly reduced 
by the danger of U-boats sur- 
rounding the Kenya Colony in 
Africa where pyrethrum was 
obtainable. 

DDT, popular symbol for the 
jaw-breaking dichloro-diphenyl- 
trichloroethane was synthe- 
sized in 1874 by a young Ger- 
man chemistry student, who 
used it as a routine formula in 
a thesis he was preparing. 

It wasn’t until ten years ago 
in the testing of a number of 
formulae, that Paul Miller, 
scientist of J. R. Geigy, of 
Basle, Switzerland, synthesized 
the product and discovered its 
amazing insecticidal properties. 
It was this discovery of Miller’s 
that saved the potato crop in 
Switzerland in 1939. 
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Field tests conducted by the 
Department of Agriculture and 
collaborating entomologists 
proved that DDT sprays are 
successful against the Japa- 
nese beetle, plant lice, three 
types of cabbage worms and 
the tomato fruit worm and that 
the dust is excellent protection 
against the Colorado beetle. 
Spectacular results have been 
obtained in control of the corn 
earworm and good results 
against the European’ corn 
borer. 

DDT hardly will be used 
alone in sprays because it lacks 
the dramatic knockdown of 
pyrethum or the thiocyanates, 
However, it makes up for that 
deficiency with positive and 
lasting kills. 

The effect of DDT on insects 
is invariably the same, Nerve 
centers are attacked, followed 
by violent flight or activity 
(called the gesarol jitters). 
Paralyzation then starts in the 
rear legs; eventually complete 
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paralysis and finally death. 
Some physiological reports in- 
dicate starvation rather than 
paralyzation, nevertheless the 
results are the same. DDT 
compositions do not kill eggs 
but the effect is so lasting that 
the insect is killed as it is 
hatched. 

Experimentation is continu- 
ing on the stable almost color- 
less and practically odorless 
chemical compound which is 
not soluble in water but can 
be dissolved in organic solvents 
including kerosene and other 
oils. 


The developers of Gesarol 
and Neovid, the two main 
DDT formulations do not claim 
they are cure-alls, according to 
the Geigy firm, They cannot 
be sa@id to replace in every way 
any one of the presently em- 
ployed insecticides. Present 
DDT compositions are eminent- 
ly effective against certain in- 
sects. Yet, considerable’ re 
search is necessary to deter- 
mine all their possible uses— 
and ineptitudes,

You require a thorough cleans- 
ing creaming first to remove sur- 
face grime and make-up and then 
you need a complexion brush and 
soap suds to remove the residue. 
If you do not like to use a com- 
plexion brush, you need a span 
clean turkish face cloth with plen- 
ty of soap. 
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Then rinse thoroughly with 
warm water and splash with 
cold water. If you can allow 
your skin to go without any 
covering for hours—leave it 
clean. If it is very dry, of course, 
you might have to put on a 
speck of rich cream for lubri- 
cation during the night.

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‘You Touched Me’ 
Williams’ Latest Play 
Given Mixed Verdict

T Donald Windham have joined in writing the dramatiza- 
tion of a D. H. Lawrence short story called “You Touched 
Me.” It has opened at the Booth Theater with an excellent cast 
and quite a few brilliant flashes of literary life; but, to its dis- 
favor, it has a good deal of diffuse and arty dialogue cluttering 
up the over-all picture, like a bad reproduction of a very good 
painting.

“DEEP ARE THE ROOTS,” which has opened at the Fulton 
Theater, is the first truly welcome drama in months, a powerful, 
tense, literate concern with a delicate problem, the returning 
Negro soldiers. 

Written by Arnaud D’Usseau and James Gow, who wrote 
“Tomorrow the World,” it manages to trace its argument with 
dignity, skirting what might in less workmanlike. hands have 
been a revolting concern with an immensely ticklish theme. 

“Deep Are the Roots” is about a young Negro officer who 
returns to his home in the Deep South with lofty plans for 
helping racial equality but who runs smack into unbending 
opposition. The boy’s hopes for racial acceptance goes into bits 
when he faces a trumped-up larceny charge. 

The play is exciting and energetically honest in its opposition 
to racial division but it falls a wee bit short of real greatness 
because its arguments are unreservedly stacked on the side of 
its author’s reasoning. Had there been a little more even dis- 
persal of evidence the victory of its beliefs might have been 
greater. As it stands, however, it uses this not uncommon and 
certainly not deplorable dramatic device with frankness and 
sincerity. 

Not enough space remains to state forcibly enough what a 
powerful portrayal is accomplished by Barbara Bel Geddes, 
daughter of Designer Norman Bel Geddes. And Elia Kazan’s 
direction is superb. All in all, a rewarding. theatrical evening.
